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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

Cancel non-elected claims 8-12 and 21-29 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose the doping concentrations and the 
arrangements of body contact region (or first contact region) and source contact region 
(or second contact region) as recited in amended base claims 1,13, and 19. 

The prior art of record fails to disclose the source and body contact regions have 
a strip-like shape and the source and body contact regions are alternately formed along 
the strip, as recited in amended base claim 4. 

The prior art of record also fails to disclose the first contact regions being aligned 
with the further second contact regions and the second contact regions being aligned 
the further first contact regions in a second direction perpendicular to the first direction, 
as recited in amended base claim 5. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee; Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
